Text of the Address. 


The text of Senator Robinson’s ad- 
dress, as heard here, was as follows: 

Through the courtesy of Mr. 
Frederico William. Wile and the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, I 
have the privilege of sending this 
message from the scene of the 
London conference to radio hear- 
ers in many parts of the United 
States. 

The friendly contact with repre- 
sentatives here of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, as well as 
cordial relations with my associ- 
ates from the United States, com- 
pensate me in part for the tempo- 
rary separation from friends in the 
homeland. 

Warned before leaving Washing- 
ton by Senatorial colleagues and 
by others likewise endowed with 
wisdom to beware of the wily 
European diplomat, Iet me express 
regret that my social adviser, Will 
Rogers, the self-constituted unof- 
ficial observer for the simple- 
minded, abandoned his host and 
sailed for home when it became 
known that he cannot distinguish 
golf knickers from presentation 
trousers. 

The patience and foresight of our 
chief delegate, Secretary Stimson, 
the inherited and cultivated capac- 
ity for diplomacy of Secretary 
Adams, the notably’ clear-headed 
effectiveness of Ambassador Dawes, 
the diplomatic skill and experience 
of Ambassadors Morrow and Gib- 
son, the capacity for painstaking 
labor of Senator Reed—these serve 
to safeguard against ill-considered 
agreements and inspife me with 
confidence that our efforts will not 
likely contribute to irretrievable 
or even serious mistakes.

The controversy as to gvhether 
limitation shall proceed by cate- 
gories or by total tonnage has been 
much discussed during the last four 
years and is set forth in the ad- 
dress of Ambassador Gibson to the 
second plenary conference. The 
American delegates feel that limi- 
tation by total tonnage will not, re- 
duce but in some respects will stim- 
ulate competition. 


Basis of Preference, 


It is conceivable that under such 
& process one nation might place 
so large a proportion of its fleet 
in a particular kind of fighting ship 
as to disturb the peace of mind.of 
its neighbors. To avoid this possi- 
bility, we prefer the certainty im- 
plied in limitation*by categories. 

It is recognized, of course, that 
those who prefer the total tonnage 
plan believe it allows more oppor- 
tunity for naval construction in ac- 
cordance with their special needs, 
and they do not advocate it be- 
cause they desire to create uncer- 
tainty or lack of security, 

Negotiations relating to limita- 
tion of cruisers, submarines and 
destroyers are in progress, but they 
have not proceeded far. enough 
where the respective results may 
be reliably defined. No impasse has 
occurred. No insuperable obstacle 
has been found. It would be un- 
truthful, however, to say that we 
are certain of an arrangement 
which will meet with the Presi- 
dent’s approval and receive the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. 

All the important business must 
be transacted in the conference by 
unanimous. consent. We hope in 
concert with other delegations to 
find a basis of agreement fair to 
all. No other arrangement should 
be entered into or contemplated 
because it cannot prove of lasting 
benefit. 


Complicated by Parity, 


Limitation and reduction from 
the American standpoint are con- 
nected with parity. This compli- 
cates the problem and makes sat- 
isfactory reductions difficult to se- 
cure, Limitation of navies and 
their reduction, if properly and 
fairly arranged, will not, only save 
money, which is important, but 
what is more important it will also 
increase and strengthen the feel- 
ing of security in each nation, 
without which little progress along 
the highway of peace may be ex- 
pected. It is that increase in se- 
curity that gives birth to interna- 
tional confidence, out of which the 
prospect for a more peaceful world 
must be born, 

The inherent complications in the 
relations of the five nations raises 
an infinitude of questions compared 
to which the schedules of a tariff 
bill such as is now under consid- 
eration by the United States Senate 
are few in number, 

Previous conferences and diplo- 
"matic negotiations have unques- 
tionably prepared the way for prob- 
able success. I request my col- 
leagues in the Senate not to grow 
impatient because of the delay 
here, and to think and think often 
of the delays that have occurred 
in the Senate since the tariff bill 
was brought forth. Surely we shall 
not fail here without full conscious- 
ness of the significance of our 
failure. It means a renewal and 
quickening of naval construction 
and consequent anxiety among the 
peoples of the naval powers cer- 
tain to bring forth insecurity and 
suspicion. 

The London conference is not a 
prize fight, a race or a.sporting 
event. Prudence and deliberation 
are far more important than speed. 
There exists no fixed amount of 
naval security in this world out of 
which the various delegations 
should try to obtain the larger 
share. If we succeed, our success 
will itself provide an increasing 
amount of security for all. The 
abiding peace among the nations 
must rest on confidence and good 
will. Future conferences may be

“Originally, when the rule of unani- 
mous verdict was essential, the jury- 
men were selected because of their 
knowledge of the facts and circum- 
stances of the case.

“Then they are expected to agree 
on a set of facts presented to them 
and no flexibility is allowed to pre- 
vent a stubborn juror from holding 
out and thereby causing a disagrce- 
ment. In many instances, cases have 
been delayed and a miscarriage of 
justice resulted because of the pres- 
ent provision in the law requiring 
a unanimous verdict.” 

Under the second measure all ex- 
emptions from jury service would be 
abolished and the office of jury com- 
missioner would be established in 
every county. If the county did not 
feel it was financially able to provide 
for a full time jury commissioner, the | 
duties might be assumed by the 
county clerk. 

The bill would provide for a State- 
wide uniform method of selection 
and examination of persons as to 
their qualifications and fitness for 
jury service. 

“Under the present system,”’ the | 
commission stated, ‘‘the burden [of |

against the attacks on the Vatican. 

Mer. Bauer replied yesterday in his 
journal, the Croatian Watchman, 
to one side of this campaign. The 
Zagreb Novosti, a newspaper which 
strongly supports the policy of Bel- 
grade, had declared that certain 
Catholic .circles in Croatia were pre- | 
paring a ‘cultural war” in order to 
make the Croatian question a reli- 
gious one and undermine the founda- 
tions of the Yugoslav State. 

One of the principal reasons for the 
new attack on Croatian Catholics is 
that the Catholic sokols dissolved by | 
the di¢tatorship, whose property the 
new nationalist 'Yugoslay sokol ex- 
pected to acquire for practically 
nothing, actually sold such property 
to Roman Catholic bodies at a nom-| 
inal figure.

Archbishop Bauer replied that for 
fifty years the Catholic Church in 
Croatia had been immune from seri- 
ous open attack such as this article 
in Novosti. The newspaper had 
treated the latest papal encyclical as | 
though it were directed against the 
Yugoslav system of education, where- 
as it was expressly declared by the 
Osservatore Romano to be general 
instructions for Catholic education in 
all countries.

In each case the police made short 
shrift of the rioters, most of whom 
were incited to demonstrate under 
the leadership of the Reds’ so-called 
shock troops, who readily find re- 
cruits in the ranks of the unem- 
ployed, of whom there are no fewer 
than 200,000 walking the streets of 
Berlin. At other points where the 
police were called to clear the streets 


it was also evident that the demon-j; 


strations were chiefly by jobless men 
and youths who are ever ready to re- 
spond to the call of the Communists. 

Although recurrence of these out- 
breaks in Germany so far has failed 
to indicate traces of concerted or 
skillfully plotted action by the gen- 
eral staff of the German Communist 
party, these troubles may be set 
down as representing for the present 
a systematic and active pursuit of 
the cherished aim of German Bol- 
shevists, namely, breaking up the 
powerful German Socialist party and, 
incidentally, disrupting the firmly 
entrenched German Federation of 
Labor, both of which organizations 
are anathema to Moscow’s followers. 

One reason for this is found in the 
circumstance that three key positions 
in the German official administrative 
system which have to do with the 
maintenance of law and order and 
the dissolution of illegal bodies are 
occupied by Socialists, under whose 
administration the Communist ‘‘Red 
front’ battalions were put out of 
business. The Socialists holding 
these positions are Karl Severing. 
Minister of Home Affairs; Albert 
Grzesinski, Prussian Minister of the 
Interior, and Karl Zoergiebel, Ber- 
lin’'s chief of police. All three belong 
to the moderate wing of the Socialist 
party, whose present polling strength 
shows a ratio of 100 enlisted mem- 
bers to every fifteen paying dues into 
the Communists’ political war chest.

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LEHMAN LAYS CRIME 
TO GREATER LEISURE 


Calls Proper Religious Edacation 
the Solation, but Urges Reason 
Instead of Formalae. 


Lieut.. Gov. Herbert H. Lehman, 
who has devoted much time recently 
to the prison reform question, spoke 
yesterday before 1,000 members of 
the Independent Order of B'rith 
Abraham at Washington Irving High 
School, Sixteenth Street and Irving 
place, on the question of child wel- 
fare. 

“Forty years ago,” he said, “‘we 
Jews, as a community, had no gang- 
sters, no criminals in our midst. We 
cannot say the same today. It is 
because in those days Jewish life 
centred round the synagogue. But 
today, with the age of industry, the 
young people have greater leisure 
and greater temptations. 

“I feel that if we are to combat 
this situation we must build up spir- 
itual influence through religious 
education. By which I don’t mean 
regular attendance at the synagogue, 
but teaching of the rules of good 
citizenship. Our religion lends itself 
particularly as a guide to young peo- 
ple. There are few ceremonies. It 
is based on tradition and a code of 
morals and ethics. 

‘‘But we must have good teachers. 
The young people will not be satis- 
fied with phrases and formulae; they 
will require reasoning, and to their 
reason we must appeal. As a parent 
myself, I say that we parents must 
have a fuller understanding of our 
children’s problems. We cannot ex- 
pect them to adjust themselves to 
our lives. Definitely, it is up to us. 
And my experience, contrary to gen- 
eral opinion, shows that it is the 
older people who are more progres- 
sive. But children don't realize that; 
they think it is reaction.” 

It is planned by the Independent 
Order of B’rith Abraham to hold 
monthly forums for Jews and non- 
Jews. The next is scheduled at Mor- 
ris High School, Boston Road and 
166th Street, the Bronx, on March 2.

Methodist Board, Charging Aim 
to Reach Children, Would 
Invoke Pure Food Act. 


LOOKS TO HALVING OF USE 


Dr. Wilson Says Five-Year Curb on 
Advertising Would Make Women 
Smokers a_ Rarity.

WASHINC™ON, Feb. 2.—Renewing 
its fight against alleged false adver- 
tising of cigarettes, the Board of 
Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, through its secretary, Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, proposes that 
cigarette manufacturers be brought 
under the provisions of the pure food 
and drugs a-t. 

Outlining his crusade against false 
advertising, Dr. Wilson, in a state- 
ment issued today, said that if the 
advertising of tobacco were to cease 
the number of tobacco users would | 


probably decrease by half in five | 
years. 

“If the advertising directed to wo-| 
men ceased,’’ he added, ‘‘it is prob-| 
able that within five years the smok- | 
ing woman would be the rare ex-| 
ception.”’ 


Would Curb Extension Aims. 


The policy @ the ‘“‘American To- 
bacco Trust,’”’ he said, seemed to 


have the following aims: 

“To make such large advertising 
appropriations that they are able to 
purchase the support of athletes, 
popular heroes, society leaders, mo- 
tion picture stars, and even medical 
men. 

“To extend the use of tobacco to 
all women, contrary to the fixed con- 
victions and’ prejudices of the ma- 
jority of American men. 

“To extend the tobacco habit, as 
they have attempted to do in China, 
to every child who is old enough to 
go through the physical process of! 
smoking. This extension may be ex- 

ected as soon as the feminine trade

More Trouble. 


“Sir: Did any one ever play a round of real par golf, 
the regulation strokes through the fairway and two 
putts on each green? ie Ys Ta” 

Golfers do such strange and incomprehensible things 
that somewhere one of the bewildering tribe may have 
accomplished such a feat, If so, the evidence has not 
seen the light and the record is not on the books. 

Good players who give par a brisk battle every time 
they tee up rarely keep step all through the journey. 
They go one or two over par on some holes and one 
and even two under par at others. They might come out 
even with par at the end of the round and yet vary 
on as many as nine of the eighteen holes. 

The reason why it is wise to be skeptical about a 
chemically pure round of par golf is that practically 
all scores approximating par are made with a maxi- 
mum of 32 putts. Normally a player who takes two 
putts on each green, no more and no less, will be well 
above par in his scoring. 


On the Other Hand. 


On the other hand, and in the opposite direction, a 
member of the Artists and Writers Golf Association 
in their recent tournament at Palm Beach set a record 
that can be fied but can’t be beaten. The esteemed 
cartoonist, Mr. Rube Goldberg, went into the first 
round of match play and, by a magnificent display of 
golfing skill and fighting spirit, managed to lose 10 up 
and 8 to play in an eighteen-hole match. 

That isn’t really par, of course. It’s nullo. But it’s 
a record for the distance and should be written into 
the chronicle. Golfers yearn for consistency. This 
player was consistent. He lost every hole. Golfers 
strive to get into what they flatteringly refer to as 
their top form. According to reputable witnesses, Mr. 
Goldberg was in top form. 

There was some talk about a switch from left- 
handed to right-handed playing in this instance, but 
Mr, Goldberg rejected any such alibi. He asserted 
that he could go out and equal the record the very 
next day, playing from either side and against any 
opposition. Possibly he can be induced to sell the 
secret. In the meanwhile the record is all his own. 


The Breaking Waves. 


Speaking of records, any crash in the offing these 
days is probably a swimming record going to smash. 
When the contestants really set about splashing 
through the water, they break records in sets. Apro- 
pos of one swimming meet held at Miami Beach a 
year or two ago and in which regords were being 
lowered every time a new swimmer dove into the 
pool, a cynic reading the reports up North, remarked: 

“In two more days those swimmers will have time 
owing them.” 

Swimmers improve, of course, but the real explana- 
tion of the general breaking of records is that there 
are so many records to break. The 109-meter race on 
land is the same the world over, but a 100-meter swim- 
ming race might involve one of a dozen 100-meter 
records, There would be the record for 60-foot pools, 
70-foot pools, 80-foot pools and so on. There would 
be back stroke, breast stroke and free style records 
for the distance. There would be fresh water and salt 
water, hot water and cold water marks and so on.

at Pennsylvania Station? 


Answer 


ONSTANT and intensive considera- 

tion and sgudy have been given to 

the relief af the Long Island Rail- 
road service at Pennsylvania Station. 

More than $3,000,000 has already been 
spent on changes in the terminal itself; 
practically all of which has been in the in- 
terest of Long Island Railroad passengers. 
Plans for further improvement under way 
and contemplated aggregate an additional 
expenditure of more than $3,190,000. 

The effect of these improvements will be 
to increase the service approximately 15 

f cent over the service given during the 
summer of 1929, 

Ic must be recognized, of course, that the 
real and final solution of congestion at 
Pennsylvania Station can come only from 
Rapid Transit relief on the part of the City 
Government including the taking over by 
the City in whole or in part of certain 
routes of the Long Island Railroad as part 
of the Ciep-nenand lines. If the City will 
do its part in providing intra-city transit 
relieving the Long Island Railroad of such 
travel which it was not at all designed to 
accommodate, the Company could give ad- 
ditional service in the rush period, and 
could carry its Nassau and Suffolk passen- 
gers directly into the City terminals with- 
out stops between the City line and those 
terminals. 

Pending such action, however, the Long

The further relief which this increase 
from 11 to 12 cars will afford will be at 
least 8 per cent in the cars which can be 
brought into or dispatched from the Penn- 
sylvania Station during the maximum hour 
morning and evening. This relief is in ad- 
dition to the 7 per cent hereinabove set 
forth, or 15 per cent increase over the ser- 
vice given during the summer of 1929.

The letter, signed by Emil Preiss, 
business manager of the local, de- 
manded that public hearings be held 
on the protest to protect what the; 
union regards as the legitimate inter- | 
ests of the electricians of this city 
under the  prevailing-rate-of-wage | 
law. Copies of the letter were sent} 
also to Controller sSerry, Miss | 
Frances Perkins, Industrial Commis- 
sioner of the State; the Board of 
Estimate and the Board of Trans- 
portation. 

The contracts in auestion are those 
@warded to the Union Switch and 
Signal Company and the General 
Railway Signal Company. Accord- 
ing to the letter of protest, the speci- | 
fications upon which these contracts 
were awarded require that the work 
be done in accordance with the eight 
hour law and the prevailing rate of | 
wages, which is now $1.65 an hour; 
yet, Mr. Preiss charges, the wage 
Scale filed last week by the signal 
companies show deviations of from 
75 cents to $1.15 below che prevail- 
ing rate. 

Mr. Preiss’s letter chr.rges that the 
companies seek to impose the lower 
wage scales by refraining from using 
the word “‘ciectrician’’ in their clas- 
Bifications and classifying the work- 
ers they propose to employ as lead- 
ing signalmen, signalmen, assistant 
signalmen and helpers.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Light supplies 
of choice to fancy yearling steers, 
with an improved Eastern demand, 
took the offerings last week and 
closed the market 25 to 50 cents, 
higher, with $16 the top.

A marked feature of the 1929 
port trade was a growth of 12 per) 
cent in foreign sales of finished | 
thanufactures, and this increase was 
almost entirely responsible for the 
gain in the total value. Agricultural 
exports, cotton, grain and tobacco! 
were considerably less than in 1928, | 
the decreases in this group partly 
counterbalancing increases shown in 
exports of automotive products, ma- 
chinery and other finished articles. 

Imports expanded 7% per cent in 
value and considerably more in quan- 
tity owing to a greater demand for 
raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tures and larger imports of food- 
stuffs and finished articles commonly 
classed as luxuries or semi-luxuries. 

Exports of merchandise totaled 
$5,248,000,000, or 2.3 per cent more 
than during 1928, which year had in 
turn shown the previous high total 
since 1920. 


Gains High in First Four Months. 


Practically the entire gain in total 
exports during 1929 was tonfined to 
the first four months of the year. 


During May, October, November and 
December exports fell below those 
>of a year earlier. A large propor- 
tion of the decline during these 
months was attributable to smaller 
shipments of cotton and grain. 

Imports aggregated $4,400,000,000 
during 1929, an increase of $309,000,- 
000 over 1928. This total was only 
slightly less than in 1926, the high-| 
est figure since 1920. 

“Price reductions have greatly af- 
fected the total value of imports in 
the last few years,’’ the department 
declared. wing to a sharp drop) 
in price, the value of rubber imports 
has declined more than one-half | 
since 1926, notwithstanding a steady | 
increase in the quantity imported. | 
The prices of other leading com- | 
modities, namely, sugar, coffee, | 
cocoa, hides and skins and tins, de- 
clined considerably during 1929. Con- 
sequently, in contrast with an in- 
crease of 74% per cent in value over 
1928, the quantity index showed a 
gain of approximately 15 per cent, 
and as compared with 1926 a some- 
what larger increase. 


Gold Imports Rise. 


“Since the increase in the value of 
imports was greater than that in ex- 


perts, the excess of merchandise ex- 
ports over imports in 1929 fell be- 
low that of 1928, but it was still very | 
large, amounting to $848,000,000. 

‘Owing to high interest rates and 
stock speculation in the United States | 
during the first ten months of the 
year, imports of gold during 1929 ex- 
ceeded exports by $175,000,000, in con- 
trast with a nm export of $392,000,- 
000 in 1928. However, during No- 
vember and December exports of 
gold were considerably larger than 
imports. 

‘The expansion in foreign sales of 
finished manufactures was very 
marked during the first quarter of 
1929, showing a gain of one-third 
in vajue over the first quarter of 
1928. For the entire year this group 
totaled $2,532,000.000, a gain of 12 
per cent over 1928 and of 96 per cent |! 
over 1922, only seven years before. 

“This class of articles constituted 
49 per cent of the total in 1929. as 
against 45 per cent in 1928 and 34 
per cent in 1922. 

The value of exports of machinery 
amounted to $613,000,000, a gain of 
23 per cent over 1928 and about 90 | 
per cent more than the average 
yearly exports for the period 1921 
to 1925. 

Exports of automobiles, including 
parts and accessories, exceeded $539,- 
000,000, notwithstanding the fact 
that foreign sales during the fourth 
quarter fell considerably below those 
of a year earlier. Their value for 
the year was 8 per cent larger than 
in 1928. 

In comparison with 1928, there 
were substantial increases in Amer- 
ican exports of chemicals, paints and 
varnishes, and finished manufac- 
tures of iron ‘and steel, rubber and 
wood. The value of exports of pho- 
tographic goods increased by 47 per 
cent. 


Ebb in Crude Materials. 


Exports of crude materials amount- 
ed to $1,142,000,000, a decrease of 12 

er cent as compared with 1928. 

“aw cotton exports amounted to 
$3,982,000,000 pounds, a decrease of 13 
per cent as compared with 1928. Ow- 
ing toa decline in the average unit 
value of cotton from 20.1 cents in 
1928 to 19.4 cents in 1929, the total 
value, $770,800,000. showed an even 
larger decrease, 16 per cent. 

Decreases in exports of grain, par- 
ticularly barley and rye, were part- 
ly counterbalanced by increases in 
exports of corn and apples. 

Import trade during 1929 was char- 
acterized by marked increases in 
crude materials and semi-manufac- 
tured. The former totaled $1,558,- 
600,000, the latter $880,600,000. Many 
commodities established new records 
in quantity, notably crude rubber, 
raw silk, copra, unrefined copper, 
tin, unbleached chemical wood pulp, 
tung oil and palm oil. 

Rubber imports totaled 1,235,000,000 
pounds in 1929, as compared with 
978,000,000 pounds in 1928. The im- 
port value per pound for rubber av-| 
eraged 19.1 cents in 1929, as com- 
pared with 25 cents in 1928; conse- 
quently the value in 1929 amounted | 
to $241,000,000, or 1.6 per cent less 
than a year earlier. 

Raw silk imports totaled 87,068,000 
pounds, valued at $427,126,000, an in- 
crease of 15 per cent in quantity and 
16 per cent in value over 1928. Im-| 

orts of copper were 24 per cent 
arger in quantity, however, and the | 
value $153,700,000, was 56 per cent 
more than in 1928. 

Imports of finished manufactures 
showed a large relative gain as com- 
pared with 1928, totaling $998,700,000, 
an increase of 10 per cent. American 

urchases of gasoline, leather manu- 
actures, machinery and vehicles, 
and art works were substantially | 
larger than a year earlier. 

Newsprint, the leading finished | 
product imported, showed a new rec- | 
ord figure of 4,085,000,000 pounds!

to inbreed corn, announced today at |

Named the Canada-leaming, it was 
bred especially for the New England 
States and New York, where dairy- | 
ing is important and corn for silage | 


jis a necessity. The region has a 


short growing season and damage to | 
the crop involving millions of dollars | 
has followed September frosts, after | 
corn has withstood insects, disease | 
and storm for three mcnths. 

Dr. Jones has found that his new 
variety matures in 100 to 110 days, |

ties of pushing up a tall. broad stalk, 
eight to nine feet high, and of pro-| 
ducing a heavy grain ear. Its mother | 
was a leaming dent and its father 
was a Canada yellow flint. By the | 
inbreeding experiments of Dr. Jones | 
the lines were purified, the undesir- | 
able qualities weeded out and the ap- 
proved factors were set.
